coneluded that It is In confliet with the
Interstate commaoerce lnw and hns asked

the attorney  general of the  Unlted
States to Institute procecdings by in-
Junetlon or otherwise to preveont the

neroctent being earvied into effect, ‘T'he
illspnteh annonneing this conclusion of
the cotmission does not state in what
vespoet the agrecmoent is ilegsal, bat jt
nndoubtedly I8 in the areangement for
dividing traftie, which s essentinily o
pooling arvangement and in vielation of
seetion 5 oof the Iontersinte commevee
aet, It I somewhat vemarkable thot
the commisstan regquired so maeh thoe
to diseover this and reael o conclusion,
the terins of the agreement hinving been
wnde publie a month or more azo and
thele eharactor then and proviously dir-
Tngr the pl'lllll'ltl'_\' of the agreasment neged
upon the attention of the commission. OfF
corrse that body of sedate and compla-
cent gentlomen may =ay that they were
ot ealled upon to et until the agree-
ment wias eompleted, but granting that
ir s st troe thot they showed no dis-
position to take any notlee of this colos-

sl combination for controlling  trans-
portntion rates between the seaboil
and the west until ealled upon to fur-

mish congress with nformation regard-
fnge 115 eharacter and purpose,  The fiest
response to this request was an evasion,
us the Inter one shows,

The conclusion reached by the ecom-
mission Is exceedingly Lhinportant, sinee
If this agrecment had gone fnto effect
it wonld have been the forerunner of
slmiliie agreements by other rallponds,
nntil the whole ratlway transportation
of the country wouldd hnve boen ¢on-
troltad by combingtions acting In hoe-
mony and rvalsing rntes at will, The
castern tratfe assoelntion agrecment was
drawn with great care and dellberation
by the able lnwyers of the several com-
panies and secemed (o be regarded by
them nnd the astute wen managing the
compitiies as lmpregnable, Ope of the
rilway presidents doclared a ghort thoe
ago that it made po diference to them
what members of congress or other peo
ple sald about the agrecment, It was
legal and they were not troubling them
sulves abeut opposition to It from any
douree.  They will now be glven an op
portuulty 1o test the legallty of the
Agreclent fu the courts, I they are dis

to mecuring legislation from congross to
permilt pooling contracts under the sa
pervislon of the Interstate
commlzsion,

The concluglon teached by the com
mission I8 a complete vindieation of the
position taken by Senator WHllam 1.
Chandler of New Hamp=hire regarding
this traffic associntion agreement, Mr.
Chandler clearly polnted ont that It vio-
Intedd the interstate commerce aet and
that moreover the nssociation was in
the nature of a trost and theeefore con-
trary to public polioy, Hegal and vold
“1P thils tremendons comblnntion 1 not
Megnl,” sald Mr. Chomildler in a letter
to 'resident Cleveland, “no ngeregation
and associntion of nnlimitel capital for
one  commoercinl  purpose enn Le pre-
vented by law."” Whetlier the actlon of
the commission will put an end to sineh
trathe dgreemoents I8 problematio. What
ever may be the outeome, the erodit dioe
the commission for s declsion should
not be withiheld,

THE CLOSING YEAR.

The year 1805 hns been an eventful
one and the history It has made is of
profound interest to all mankind.

In the Unitod States jt has been a year
of domestie peace and bountiful  har-
vests rewnrded the industry of the agrl-
cultural producers, but that full return
of prosperity which wis vonfidently ex-
peeted at the beginning of the year has
not been  realized, During  the first
hadf of the year there was o marked
pmprovement jn bndoestrial conditions,
bl owing to the heavy importations of
merchandise this Improvement wias not
maintnined  and  for several months
past some Amerienn indnstries have not
heen in full operation, and the bnmedi-
ate ontlook for them at this thne is less
favorable  than a year ago, [Eyvery
month of the year, with a single ex.
coption, has shown o trensary defleit,
ardd this, coupled with the fact that the
wolil peserve was constantly monneod,
s prevented the complete restoration

of finaneial confidence so essontial to
the revival of Dbusiness  activity  and
prosperity, At this time the treasary

is confronted with the urgent necessity
of another issue of bonds to veplenish
the gold redemption fuud and finoneinl
and  commercial Interests are walting
with anxious solicitude the result of
the efforts of the representatives of the
people to reliove the sitnation.

The  politieal  evenis of the year,
though eloctions were held In only one-
fourth of the states, have shown that
the exteaordinary  change  In popular
sentiment demonstratod by the elections
of last year still continues, Thpt cluuige
wis 1 distinet and uneqguivoeal protest
fgninst the ecconomie policy of the demo-
oratle party, which was responsible fop
the hnsiness depression and  the over-
theow of financial contidence and undep
the operation of  which  the Interest-
bearing public debt has bhoen Inerensed
FLO2000,000, with the cerininty of o
I forther addition to It of o =om
which It is not now possible 1o detesr-
mine, In our foreign relations there
hins been much to interest the intelll-
gont observer of events, but nothing of
A serlons nature or that threntened 1o
disturb  peaceful  relations untll  the
president declared the attitude of the
exeontive  department  vegarding  the
Venezitelnn fssue and  congross  sus-
talid the position taken by the chief
exceutive.  The war fever created by
that  action  hns, however,  greatly
aluitedd, and all the presenc indications
fuvor the convietion that there will he
an amieable adjustment, without any
soeritles of (Hgnlty or honor by elther
country  concerned o the controyarsy.
Such other issues ns have avisen from
our fnternational relatlons and remoin
munsettled are not of a natore likely
canse any serlous trouble, the most lin-
portunt of these being the Waller ecase
and (he British clafm for selzures in
Bering xea,

In other portions of the western hem-
Ispliere there huve been no very notahle
wvents, except the Insurrection in Culbg,
which ins manle pretly stemdy progress
sinee its ineeption and bas rocently ox-
hititted a strength and
which bave greatly encouraged the hopes
of the friends of the patelols, The
south Amevican vepublies, with the ex.
ception of Feumdor, lane boen at peace
and all of them have reallzed some ma-
terlad progress,  The same {8 true of
the Central  Ameriean states, while
AMexico, according to the last message
of her president, has had one of the
mast prosperous  years in her recent
history, Canada, helped so far as her
natwel products are concernsd by our
present tuellr, fs omore prosperous than
for a number of years past.
